property is placed on an equal basis, 
to be assessed at Us cash value, and 
to pay the same ruto for the support 
of State, county, city, borough, town- 
ship, road, poor and othsr lawful pur- 
poses. 


According to tho framer« of tho 


measure It Is hosed on the Ohio law, 
drawn under the supervision of Gov- 
ernor Jttdson 
Harmon, 
which h«a 


greatly increased the revenues of that 
State from railroads and other utility 
and public service corporations, and 
had reduced tho taxation on farms, 
homes and other forms of properly 
held by individuals whoso incomes aro 
not so great. 


The commission is given sweeping 


powers. It Is to be composed of three 
men. appointed in the Itrst instance 
by the Governor, but thereafter to bo 
elected by the people. Tho first com- 
mission Is Eo bo composed of ono rep- 
resentative of each of the three par* 
ties wlitch pMled more than 200.000 
votes at the Inst Presidential election. 
Thereafter when elected not more 
than tww eotnmlsslorters are to be rep- 
resentatives of one party. They are 
to be paid $».QOO n year.
